WASHINGTON UR — N ikita K hrushchev is putting 
on one of the great shows of the 20th century. But 
how it looks depends cn w hether yo u’re sitting in 
the United States o r elsew here. 
T here’s nev er been anything like this in o ur tim e. 
H ere he is, an ordinary-lo o king m an, not too well 
educated, a one-tim e m iner who struggled up the 
ladder fro m the coal pits to beco m e the boss of one 
Of the m o st powerful natio ns in histo ry. 
More than that. Despite this co untry’s long ho s­ 
tility to co m m unism and the billions it has poured 
into defense against the Sov iets, the top m an in 
w orld co m m unism has been inv ited ov er. 
He gets a 21-gun salute, he stays at the W aldorf 
A sto ria, he’s guest of honor at a W hite House din­ 
ner. And it goes further. 
No m atter how distasteful he and all he stands 
fo r m ay be to millions in this co untry, he practical­ 
ly com pelled the United States to inv ite him in the 
hope th at this m ay be the way to find a peaceful 
solution to the Berlin dilem m a. 
Thus it is not hard fo r P rem ier K hrushchev to 
see in him self a sym bol of all the backw ard people 
and natio ns who dream of rising out of po v erty and 
igno rance to a place of equality with, o r ev en su­ 
perio rity to, the best on earth. 
W hether A m ericans like it o r not the inv itatio n 
to K hrushchev —m eaning the blackjack, Berlin cir­ 
cum stances which bro ught him here—is frank re c ­ 
ognition th at the Sov iet Union, long despised by 
som e as prim itiv e, is equal to us in power. 
His whole perfo rm ance has been like th at of a 
m an who knows he has the W estern world puzzled 
and guessing. 
But he has also been pro jecting ano ther picture of 
him self, which the A m ericans can like o r leav e, 
but which m o st pro bably looks good to the whole 
C o m m unist world and perhaps ev en to the neutral 
and backw ard people too. 
H e’s been friendly, but tough without being un­ 
pleasant abo ut it. H e’s not letting anyone get the 
notion he’s being beguiled o r softened by the atten­ 
tio n giv en him as the representativ e of world co m ­ 
m unism . 
At a W aldorf luncheon Thursday, he put him self in 
fo cus: “ Who am I? Is it th at I am a m an who when 
I appear before Com m unists, I applaud Co m m unists, 
when I am am o ng A m erican capitalists I applaud 
them ? People m ight think this is no po litician, this 
is a w eather v ane.” 
He has m ade it clear to people ev eryw here th at 
he is calm ly sure of him self and the ultim ate tri­ 
um ph of world co m m unism . F o r instance: At the 
N atio nal P ress Club this week, with the whole na ­ 
tio n w atching him on TV, K hrushchev v ery jo v ially 
info rm ed the United States in its own capital th at 
co m m unism would in the end drown and bury capi­ 
talism .
